!• According to official Soviet lists there were 55 Soviet 
delega.tes , out of whom 5 participated at Slavonic Section In Uppsala on 
17 - 20 August 1960. The rest of the Soviet Delegation stayed In Stock- 
holm where they were Joined hy a/m 5 on 20 and 2l August I960, 

The Congress comprised 5 Sections and Soviet delegates 
partlclpa.ted in all of them. Officially the Soviet Delegation was 
headed by Prof A.A, GOUBER, 

Majority of the delegates were of Rusclan nationality, 
the rest were Ukrainians ,.Gergians, Armenians, Azerbajd Janlans and 
Byelorussians^txso one represantitave of BalticB whose nationality Is 
unknown. 

The most agressive in debates were NETCHKINA, STEPANOVA, 
DANILOV, MINTS & PISAREV, 

Good impression as serious scholars made RYBAKOV, 
TIKHOMIROV, HOLOBMCKYI and BLAVATSKYI who always spoke to the point and 
avoided phraseology and other communist slang© Also their attitude to 
other delegates was on the whole tactful. 



2, In Uppsa,la. the Soviet delegates were In defence, 
rea.cted nevertheless very ta.ctful/yand without/ propaganda tricks. 

In Stockholm they went over to attack.

22 August i960 the Soviet delegation together with the 
satellite-delegations scored their first victory. In the deba.te on the 
l^Jfluence of philosophy on developmebt of recent hlstorocal sciences , after 
E. ROTHACKERS paper " Die Wirkung der Geschichtsphllosophie auf die 
neueren Geschichtswlssenschaf ten" . This was an evident . demonstration 
of " quantative suppression" applied by the Sommunls t oiock speakers 

from the communist delegations and 1 / I. Lyslak Rudnytskyi Mxmsiif/ on 
the Western side, 

24 August i960 the Soviets and their satellites scored 
another victory. In debate on Social Democracy , after the paper of 
H, HAAG " La social democratie allemande e la. premiere guerre mondiale". 
There were again 19 speakers from the East and 3 from the West, 

26 and 27 August I960 the course of debates changed, 

26 August i960 E.M. ZHUKOV was strfcngly a, t tacked by the 
Western delegates for his paper on " The Periodization of World History", 
There were more speakers om the Western side than on the Eastern. Also 
the Ypugoslavs were strongly supporting the Western point of view and 
were especially lea.dlng in attacking Stalinism and its distortion of 
Marx, The ratio of the speakers from both sides was about 3 j 1 In favour 
the West, 

Prof Hugh Seton-Watson of London, England conducted very 
skilfully the deba.te assuring the predomlna.nce of Western delega.tes.

To sum up the Congress ended with a clear defeat of the Soviet 
block . As a result the Soviet delegation left the Conference in low 
spirits, dissatisfied and dismayed. That made them rather irritable. 

All the conference materlel-BiM papers and debates will be 
published and therefore I am not going to bother you with a detailed 
account of theirs. 

3. The Ukrainian emlgree delegation consisted of Prof M.C^^BATYI 
/USA/ - head of the Delegation, Dr Ya.PBEENSKY /Pelensky/ /USA/ -its 
Secretary, Dr Theodore ,MACKIV /USA/, Dr B,KEN'mSHYNSKYI /Sweden/ , 

Dr YurlJ BORIS /Swedenj[, Prof HALAJCHUK,Bohdan /Argentine/, Prof 
P.FEDENKO / Munich/, and Dr Ivan,LYSIAK RUDNYCKYI who Joined the De- 
legation as a "free lance member" at the la.st moment. 

These living in the States were Included offlclay-y in the 
American Delegation, Prof Halajehuk in Argentinian and Ken^rshynskyi 
and Boris in Swedish. 

Were unable to come to the Confrence though listed officially 
Prof OHLOBLYN and Dr V. MARKUS / both froffl^SA/ 

The Ukrainian Emigres Delegation presented two papers, both 
in Ujppsala, at Slavonic Session - 1. "Kievan Rus and the Formation 
of the Three Ba.st Sla.vic flat ions " by Prof, Chuba.tyi on 17 August I960, 

and 2,"M'.azepa and the Ureat Northern 
War" by Dr Kentershynskyl on 18 August I960. 

In his paper Prof Chubatyl defied the present official Soviet 
theory on unity of primeval Russian nation and Dr Kentershynskyi 
defended the politics of Mazepa which are condemned by the Soviet 
historians. Chub"s paper was a little bit chaotic and too long, Kent"s 

was axi members of the Ukrainian Delegation partici= 

pated very actively in debates , prticularly against the off icial^point 
of view . An outstanding performance in debates was given prtmartije 
by Dr I.Lyslak RudnytskyJ, Er Ya Pelenskyl,Dr B. Kentershynskyi , Prof 
Halaichuk and others. As a result some German and Austrian collegues 
offered to Rudny tskyi ,Pelenskyl and Kentershynskyi to contribute to 
German and Austrian historical Journals , among others to such as 
"Jahrbuecher fuer Osteuropaeische ^eschlchte" ,Zeitschrif t fuer Ostfor= 
a hung" and ^eculum'.' 

There was no cooperation between the American and the 
Ukrainian emigres delegations. On the contrary some of the American 
collegues /like Prof Byrnes and. Pipes/ made privately quite a few 
derogatory comments on the Ukrainian delegation and Ukrainian problem 
on the whole - to their German and Austrian collegues. 

Also no member of the Ukra.lnian emigres delega.tion wa.s 
invited to the party at the American Embassy in Stockholm giveb on 
23 August/ i960, (Prof Chubatyi received his invita,tion three days 
after the party). 



4, Directly engaged in our operation were Dr P and Prof H 
/the latter from 17 - 21 August I960 only). Their and otheriSt members" 
official duties bount^/them mostly to some particular sessions corres= 
ponding to their specialized quallf ication^ and that was^flfRer detrl= 
mental to their operational productivity. Thg.y simply could not cover 
all the Five Sections. 






The main obstacle was, of course, the attitude of the Soviet 
delegates which suddenly on 19 August I960 changed remarkably to the 
worse. Since^tne Soviets began to avoid the emlgrees as well as 
the others, stayed In groups, and restricted their intercourse with 
non-Soviets to polite generalities. 

Uiider the circumstances some efforts to excnnge books 
remained without success. The whole PP activity on our part comprised 
only Informations on Ukrainian scientific achievements abroad, 
on general activities of Ukrainian emigration and Its Interest In 
Internal situation in Ukraine, and particularly on position of 
Ukrainian emigration in the United Sates, Some of the delegates as 
for Instance Prof HOLOBUCKYI - were quite Impressed. 

The exhibition of books published by the Ukrainian abroad 
in the central exhibition hall in Stockholm , which a, Iso was vldited 
by the Soviet delegates and which is beside the Soviet ehe show- 
stand - was a rather successful demons tEBti on of scientific and 
publishing work implemented by the Ukrainians abroad. 

From the point of view of PP the participation of Ukrainian 
Emigre e Delegation is a. success. The presenseof Ukrainia.n scholars 
itself will surely find echo in Kiev and Moscow - in official 
circles and in private talks "among intimate friends".

1* During his visit to Prague, GSR I.Lyslak Rudnjitskyl met there 
in August I960 his friend ZELYNSKYI ,fnu, son of Prof ZELYNSKYI. 
ZELYNSKYl''s Jnr, wife is ®zeck but her father was a Ukralnlanc 
ZELYNSKYI Jnr is a lecturer at Prague University and his wife unak 
translates Ukrainian classics into Czeck. Both have very good contacts 
with Ukrainian intellectuals in Kiev and Lviv where they go pretty 
often. 

2, ZELENSKYJ told Rudn, that the present situation in Ukraine 
gives the Ukrainians many opportunities and chances of which they do 
not avail themselves# The Ukrainian intelligentsia in particular is 
very cautious and fears tha.t there still could be a return to some 
sort of terror in the future# Many people recall the Ukra.lnlzatlon of

Nevertheless to Zelenskyl"s mlnd-ln five years the Ukrainian 
national develogoment in all fields will reach its climax which 
unavoidably will collide with the present line of Moscow, There is 
a general conviction that Moscow"s attitHide at that time will depend 
to a very great extent on the attitude og the Soviet Ukrainian 
intelligensfeia and on their demands and position.
